No Mention of St. Louis in the 
Order for a Conventien. 


A DISCOVERY THAT FAILED. 


Records of the Pertle Springs Meeting 
Show That the Published Report 
Was “Dectored.” 


As noted in the dispatches sent the Post: 
Dispatch Saturday from Excelsior Springs 
the meeting of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee attracted to that place a 
. large crowd of party leaders from all scc- 
tions of Missouri and the hetel lobbies and 
other places of resort presented the appear- 
ance of a nominating convention. 

Committee affairs were discussed but’ lit- 


tle. Everybody was agreed that the commit- 
tee had but one duty to perform, and (that 
Was to carry out the instructions of the 
Pertle Springs Convention in all respects. 
The gold standard members of the commit- 
tee, realizing more than a month ago that 
further resistance to this would be worse 
than folly, chimed in glibly with the Pertle 
Springs advocates, and the “harmony” thus 
esablished was positively oppressive. No dif- 
ference of opinion on any subject seemed to 
exist and though a man might have gone 
through the crowd with a whole baskstful 
of chips on his shoulder not a one of them 
would have been knocked off. 

The administration representatives 
peared even more enthusiastic for certain 
features of the RBertle Springs resolution 
than did the free coinage leaders. [n fact 
in this regard every gold monometallist 
member of the committee became a strict 
constructionist after Secretary Zevely dis- 
covered that the resolution fixing the limit 
for holding the Natiofial Delegate Conven- 
tion on April 15, also instructed that the 
convention be held@yin St. Louis. 

This ‘“‘discovery” confused and dismayed 
not a little the bimetallists for a time. No- 
body remembered the mention of St. Louis 
in the resolutions reported by the committee 
at Pertle Springs, of which Congressman 
De Armond was Chairman. Telegrams 
were sent to various gentleman who figured 
promimently in the August convention ask- 
ing if*they recollected anything about the 
St. Louis clause and answers were received 
from nearly all of them saying that they 
were certain the original instructions con- 
tained no mention of St. Louis. , 

Then an effort was made to locate the 
custodian of the records, of the Pertle 
Springs Convention, but.nobody could be 
iound who knew what had become of them. 


It then began to dawn upon the bimetal- 
lists that possibly they had been tricked and 
that it was not at all improbable that the 
records of the August convention had been 
““doctored’’ in»some newspaper office, be- 
fore being put in type, to suit the purposes 
of the goldbugs. ' 

Secretary Zevely’s “discovery” was made 
in the columns of the Kansas City Times 
containing an alleged accurate report of the 
proceedings of the Pertle Springs conven- 
tion. The Secretary’s examination of the 
Times’ files rewarded him with what*he and 
those he represents had been longing for 
ever since they reluctantly abandoned their 
‘obstructive tactics, for in the issue of the 
paper the day after the convention in Au- 
gust was the statement that the national 
delegate convention had been ordered to St. 
Louis. Nobody professed to know how 
such a statement ¢rept into the Times’ re- 
port, though everybody except Col. M. EB. 
Benton, who participated in the August con- 
vention, could recall no mention of St. Louis 
in the report made by the Resolutions Com- 
mittee. 

Col. Bentcn’s recollection of the incident 
was not very distinct, though when Secre- 
tary Zevely so exultantly heralded his ‘‘dis- 
covery” the Colonel ransacked the drawers 
of his memory, with the result of recalling 
that just as the convention was adjourn- 
ing and when there ‘were not a hundred 
men in the hall somebody verbally moved 
that the delegate convention be ordered to 
St. Louis, Col. Benton doubts that a single 
man knew for what he was voting when 
the Chairman put the motion, and he is of 
the opinion that if the motion were adopted 
it did not get into the report of the Resolu- 
ions Committee, because no record was 
—— of it by the Secretary of the conven- 

on, " 

However; as befote stated, Col. Benton 
was not absolutely Certain that the motion 
to lotate the convention in St. Louis was 
made at all, and the more he thought over 
it the more he. was inclined to believe that 
it was not. He had only the merest im- 
pression of the matter and thinks it prob- 
able that he only overheard some private 
discussion of it. 


Since the meeting of the State Committee 
at Excelsior Saturday the Post-Dispatch 
representative who was there has been fur- 
mished with a copy of the resolutions of 
the Pertle Springs Convention, which ef- 
fectually dissipates all doubts on the sub- 
ject of the Zevely “discovery.’’ The resolu- 
tion reported by Congressman De Armond 
contained no mention whatever of St. Louis, 
and was as follows: 

“Resolved, That the Democratic State 
Central Committee is hereby instructed to 
call the State Convention for the election of 
delegates to the National Democratic Con- 
vention not later than April 15, 1886, and to 
call the State Convention for the nomina- 
tion of candidates for the various State of- 
fices after the National Democratic Con- 
vention has been held. 

“Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing 
resolution, signed by the Chairman and at- 
tested by the Secretary of this committee, 
be forwarded to the Chairman of the State 
Committee and each member thereof.’’ 

This matter has been here dealt with in 
detail because 80 Many members‘ of the 
State Committee and others at Excelsior 
Springs Saturday thought that the Zevely 
cniscovery’” was little less than a bunco 


ame. 
o Nobody had any serious fear of the result, 
even had the committee been held to the 
game strict construction of the Pertle 
Springs resolution as that made by the Sec- 
retary and sent the delegate convention to 
St. Louls, and the ¢hief reason that the bi- 
metallists opposed it was the firm be- 
lief in the inaccuracy of the Kansas City 
Times’ report of the August convention, as 
that newspaper was at thatitime the most 
blatant goldbug organ in the West.

The Spanish Government Renews 
Its Desperate Efforts, 


Line ef Troops From North to South 
Strengthened With Special Ref- 
erence to Maceo. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—A special to a local 
paper from Havana says: 

The plan of campaign adopted by the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Spanish forces now 
in Cuba has been divulged by several officers 
of high rank whose names must be kept 
sécret. 

Gen, Campos established what became 
known as the “Wall of Men.” He distrib- 
uted a large number of Spanish troops in 
such manner that they practically formed a 
solid line from coast to coast. His line be- 
gan in the north about five miles north of 
Havana and extended south to the Bay of 
Batabano. | . 

At the time this plan was adopted Gomez 
had announced that he would take his com- 


mand not only into Havana province, but 
that he would walk into Pinar del Rio and 
as far as he possibly could. Campos deter- 
mined to prevent Gomez from carrying out 
his project. 
to the westward, of the railroad line be- 
tween Havana and Batabano. 

Gomez and Maceo not only succeeded in 
crossing Campos’ line, but recrossed it sev- 
eral times, and Gomez and Maceo separated 
west of it two weeks ago. Maceo remained 
in Pinar del Rio Province, doing about as 
he pleased, while Gomez invaded Havana 
Province again, and one time camped with- 
in fifteen miles of the capital of Cuba. Re- 
ports were printed in the United States 
that Gomez was at the gaites of Havana 
and that it was only a question of a few 
hours when he would enter the city. But 
Gomez had no intention of attacking it. He 
openly declared that his only object was to 
tire out the Spanish troops. 

A large number of armored cars have 
been ordered. At least 3,000 ‘armed troops 
will be kept constantly moving over the 
railroad. Maceo and his command, the 
Spanish Generals say, cannot eseape. He is 
looked upon as an “easy mark.” Many of 
his troops are believed to be wounded. 

If Maceo tries to go east he will run up 
against a new wall of men, much stronger 
than that. h he broke through-somé 
weeks ago. If he tries to escape west, the 
Spanish Generals argue that he will have 
to march to the ay where his only chance 
to get away will in boats. 

The Spanish commanders fear only Gomez. 
Altbough he is nearly 68 years old, they 
recognize in him one of the ablest of fight- 
ing men and an expert ‘tactician.

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ANOTHER EXPERT VIEW. 


A Reformed HMighwayman Advises 
Against Resisting Earnest Feotpads. 


And now comes a man versed and skilled 
in the art of highway robbery and says that 
Chiefs Harrigan and Desmond and Capt. 
O’ Malley and Reverends Boyd, Niccollg and 
Snyder are all wrong; that the man of sense 
should not give offense to the footpad, but 
submit cheerfully and bear his losses and 
any incidental insults or bruises he may re- 
ceive with a smiling face and Christian fort- 


itude; and that the professional criminal is 
more courageous than the. honest man. 

This authority on the ethics of footpadry 
claims that he is a reformed highwayman. 
He is a’ man of education and to insure his 
being correctly quoted, he wrote his own in- 
terview. 

Fie the Sunday Post-Dispatch,”’ said he, 
there appeared what you term ‘Expert 
Opinions as to How to Treat Footpads.’ 

‘I have held up, or professionally speak- 
ing, ‘stuck up’ a score or more of men and 
assisted in ‘sticking up’ at least five or six 
times that number. I have been intimately 
and confidentially associated with dozens of 
crooks in many cities who made highway 
robbery a specialty and I think my opinion 
is he to rank as expert along with the 
Chief of Police and the pastor of the Second 
Baptist Church. 

“They advise resistance and unite in the 
absurd belief that the citizen has the ad- 
vantage. I can assure you from a rich and 
varied experience of my own as a highway- 
man and from a liberal personal acquaint- 
ance with dozens of crooks in the same line, 
that the man who ‘puts up a fight’ when con- 
fronted by footpads will be killed or injured 
nine times out of ten, and the records will 
bear me out in this statement. 

“In my own personal experience I never 
met with resistance save in one case, and 
nothing serious resulted from that. In 
fact, the man who will ‘put up a stiff figm ’ 
is rare—so very rare than the éxperienced 
highwayman doesn’t take him into the 
calculation at all. 

“‘In this Atwater case at Webster Groves 
the attempted’ job was put up by novices, 
known as ‘chéap skates,’ but they are just 
as liable to shoot as the experienced class. 
They have mo nerve and are compelled to 
“get a feeling’ by filling up with. whisky, 
which renders them recklessly dangerous. 

“‘Had Atwater been “‘stuck up’’ by profes- 
sionals he would be alive to-day. He would 
have been given the ‘strong arm,’ re- 
lieved of his ‘super,’ his ‘gab,’ his ‘leather’ 
would have been pulled from his ‘kick,’ 
and he would have gone on his way, if not 
rejoicing, at least still maintaining a phy- 
sical existence. 

“The locality and the opportunity would 
have instantly impressed experienced men 
as an ideal spot for a ‘strong arm’ job, and 
no one but half-drunken novices would have 
thought of using guns. 

“When a man is ordered to stand and 
deliver, and responds by pulling his gun, he 
actually forces the highwayman to shoot or 
be shot, and between the two alternatives 
the average man will shoot. 

“If you are set upofi by a single footpad 
take my advice and make no bad breaks. I 
never went out alone to do a job unless 
stern necessity forced me, and I can assure 
you I would have shot a man instantly had 
he made a move towards drawing a weapon. 
Happily I never met any Harrigans or Des- 
monds or O’ Malleys, or, if I did, they failed 
to adopt that style of heroie action which 
they outline as being at once the privilege 
and the duty of the citizen. 

‘Police officials hug a very pretty delu- 
sion to their hearts when they think crooks 
are cowardly. Setting them apart as a 
class from all other men they are the most 
recklessly brave and courageous of all. 
Crooks a8 a class are bound by very few 
of those ties which make life dear to the 
ordinary mortal, and IL can select one hun- 
dred convicts from any State penitentiary 
who will possess more composite courage 
and reckless disregard for their own lives 
than the whole police force of St. Louis or 
any other city. “ 

“I might state in\this connection that 
crooks hold a very contemptuous opinion 
of the average policeman’s bravery. 

“When experienced hands go out to ‘stick 
up’ some one there are usually two or three 
in the job, and the manner of procedure 
as ROvernen by the time, place and opportu- 
nity. 

“One of the men in the ay usually carries 
a sandbag or some kind of a ‘kitty,’ and this 
is used to quiet the subject if he offers resist. 
ance. If the opportunity and locality permit 
the victim 's usually given the ‘strong arm;’ 
if not, a gun is stuck in his face, and per- 
haps he Is given a stiff ype in the wind to 
assist him in realizing the gravity of the sit- 
uation. He may have had, like Bob Acres, 
considerable valor when safely housed and 
properly coached or when talking oracu- 
larly for publication, but the man who feels 
his valor rising, when all alone on a cold 
and stormy night he is suddenly set upon by 
armed men is a rare exception. 

‘I know what I am talking about when I 
say that the man who resists footpads in 
the mamner advised by your ‘expert’ police 
and pastors, is almost sure to be shot or 
slugged, be the robbers professional or oth- 
erwise. 

“No general conclusions can be drawn 
from the Atwater case, because the robbers 
were as great an exception to ordinary high- 
waymen as Atwater was.to the ordinary vic- 
tim.”

Sharp Speech by Senator Manasbrough 
of North Dakota. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—In the 
Benate to-day Mr. Hansbrough of North 
Dakota severely scored Secretary Morton, 
The Senator said: 

“It is an unpleasant duty to be com- 


lled to criticise the acts of a Cabinet Min- 
ster, but in this case it seems to me that 
there is a great principle involved.

It is a 
rt of his departmental functions to carry 
mto effect any law appertaining to the af- 
fairs of his department which Congress 
fit to enact, The last Congress made 
an appropriation of one hundred and thirty 
thousand dollars to be used in the pur- 
chase and distribution of seeds, trees, cut- 
tings, bulbs, etc., as required by law. The 
Secretary first showed his deliberate pur- 
to evade this law when he asked .uwe 
Attorney-General for an interpretation of 
the statute with reference to the purchase 
of seeds. The Secretary has finally re- 
fused to execute the law. And so we have 
here a case in which a high executive offi- 
cial deliberately sets aside the law of Con- 
ss, and I say that it is not so much the 
value of the seeds or the good results that 
come from their distribution as it ‘is the 
ttlement of the question as to ~hether a 
artmental official shall disobey the legis- 
Jative authority. He was opposed to this 
appropriation at the outset and wat ma 
it was his clear duty to do everything in 
his power to carry out that law, he has 
placed every obstacle in the way of its ex- 
ecution. The great question above all others 
~ the contumacious conduct of the Secre- 
tary.

REVISING THE STATUTES. 


Representative Dockery’s Bill for 
Amending All Imperfections.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—Repre- 
sentative Dockery to-day introduced a pill 
which provides for the revision and consol- 
idation of the statute laws of the United 
States and the amending of all imperfec- 
tions in the original text.

Sugar Bounty Claims. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.~The Gov- 
ernment to-day filed in the Supreme Court 
of the United States the papers in the sugar 
bounty cases of A. H. Gray and the Realty 
Co. vs. The United States, the first involv- 
ing a claim for about $8,000 and the second 
for about $5,000, appealed from the United 
States Court for the Eastern Louisiana Dis- 
trict. The decision in them will determine 
the policy of the Government in paying all 
claims under the sugar bounty act of the last 
Congress. They were decided against the 
Government in the lower court. 


Justice Peckham’s First Decision. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Justice Peck- 
ham, the new mmber of the United States 
Supreme Court, delivered his first opinion 
in that court to-day. The opinion was in 
the case involving the right of the Gov- 
ernment to condemn the real estate of he 
Gettysburg Electric Railway Co. as a part 
of the National Park located upon the 
Gettysburg battle ground. The court be- 
low had decided that the act of Congress 
authorizing the establishment of the park 
insofar as it applied to the condemnation’ 
of private property, was unconstitutional 
and that there was no right under it to 
condemn. Justice Peckham’s decision re- 
versed this, deciding the law to be valid 
and sustainin the condemnation  pro- 
ceedings. Justice Peckham held his writ- 
ten opinion in his hand, but did not read 
from it. He departed from the general 
rule of the court in that he did not outline 
the opinion, contenting himself with the 
announcement of the bare result.

William E. Burr, Jr., Goes to the 
_ Penitentiary. 


GIVEN THE LOWEST PENALTY 
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He Showed Ne Agitation in the Court 
Room While His Sentence Was 


William E. Burr, Jr,, was sentenced to the 
Missouri State Prison Monday morning for 
a period of five years. Burr had entered a 
plea of guilty some months ago to the 
charge of being a defaulter from the St. 
Louis National Bunk, Sentence was stayed 
awaiting the action of the President, who 
had been applied to for clemency, e 
At 10 o’clock Monday, when Judge Elmer 
-B. Adams ot the United States District 
Court convened court, aside from the offi- 
cers. and attorneys, there were but few pres- 
ent in the room. When the court had been 
formally opened District Attorney Clopton 
arose, and in a low tone addressed the 
Court. He, spoke not to exceed two min- 
utes and did not pretend to review the case. 

After Mr. Clopton had finished, John H, 
Overall, defendant's counsel, arose, and at 
the same time Burr took his stand before 
the court and remained standing during the 


time Mr. Overall was speaking in his behalf. 
Burr was not visibly affected and all the 
time he was in the courtroom he did not ut- 
ter a word. 

Mr. Overall’s remarks were exceedingly 
brief and he petitioned the court, in view of 
the fact that complete restitution had been 
made and that the defendant had done 
everything in his power to repair the wrong 
done, that the minimum sentence be im- 
posed. 

Burr remained standing while Judge 
Adams , pronounced sentence. The court 
Said that as defendant had made complete 
restitution he thought the minimum punish- 
ment only should be imposed and he would 
fix it at a term of five years in the Missouri 
State Penitentiary, 

Burr was immediately taken in charge by 
a deputy marshal and was conducted to the 
Marshal’s office. The scene in the court- 
room was devoid of sensational features 
and the whole occurrence did not take up 
to exceed ten minutes. ‘ 

A Post-Dispatch reporter saw Burr in 
United States Marshal Lynch’s office. He 
was disinclined to converse, and said the 
less the newspapers had to say of him the 
better he would be pleased: He said that 
what he had done he was sorry for because 
it had brought shame upon his family. 

“But,”’ he continued, “I have done noth- 
ing more than every other cashier of a 
National Bank is compelled to do. I never 
took one cent of any man’s money and ap- 
propriated it to my own use. When I was 
eashier of the St. Louis National Bank I 
altered the pooks, but I never took any 
money. The President of a National Bank 
has tthe cashier at his mercy 
and can put him in the hole 
any time he wants to. I was not prosecuted 
for stealing money, but was persecuted 
because I fixed the books as I was required 
to do. Had I wanted to I could easily have 
gotten away with a million and safely es- 
caped to Canada or some other place out of 
the reach of the law. The money that was 
paid to the bank by my father was done 
against. my protest. 

“IT have received assurance from many 
men in public office that they will do ail 
in their power for me. Only yesterday I got 
a letter from Congressman Hubbard, telling 
me not to lose heart, that my friends were 
still working for me.”

‘**‘Well, I believe there are one or two buid- 
ings with similar fioor spans in that vi- 
cinity. I would consider these ordinarily 
pate, but not for firemen to enter in case of 

re,’’ 

In response to further questioning, the 
witness stated that the present building or- 
dinance was adopted in 1876 or 1877. 

“It is, of course, way behind the times,” 
he added. 


Architect Isaac 8S. Taylor was the next 
witness. He examined the ruins last Sat- 
urday. He testified; 

“The building is on a twenity-five foot 
lot. The south wall is 18 inches for the 
first two floors and 13 inches for the upper 
ones. In the rear about 10 or 12 feet of the 
construction is still standing. About 40 feet 
is gone from the first floor up. I investi- 
gated from the roof of the adjoining build- 
ing. Immediately adjoining the portion that 
fell out is the skylight framing and the 
well-hule framing. These still stand. The 
roof for 20 feet from the skylight was 
burned and has fallen down.’’ 

Here Mr. Taylor sketched the ruins, show- 
ing the portion of the roof remaining. 

“The roof was virtually burned off,’”’ he 
resumed, ‘“‘There are two rafters still re- 
maining there. The second is burned so 
that it has no hold on the wall and is 
held by the casings. In all probability the 
roof rafters were burned off where they 
joined the wall. 

“Talk of the weakness of that building, 
why didn’t the other part of it fall down? 
On the portions of the floors still standing 
paper is stacked up, the heaviest stuff that 
Mr. Aloe could place there.”’ 

“What about the walis?’’ 

‘“‘T have examined many buildings after a 
fire. These walls are in as good condition as 
any I ever saw. There is a portion of the 
wall apparently loosened, but very few spots 
where any damage is shown at all. 

“As for the collapse, I think the joists 
burned away on one or two floors, Then came 
the concussion, and the weight of the roof 
and of the water brought them down.’’ 

‘“‘How were the timbers in the building?’ 

‘The trimmers in the light shaft, which 
still remain are eight by fourteen inches. 
The joists in the building are two and a 
quarter by fourteen inches. They are four- 
teen inches from center to center. This 
construction will carry 114 pounds to the 
square foot, with a factor of safety of 
three,’’ 

‘Would you use white pine joists now in 
such a building?’’ 

“I think I would use yellow pine. White 
pine is sufficient for some business, and 
much of it is used. These joists had four-and- 
one-quarter-inch bearings in the walls, as 
far as I could see. There were numerous 
anchors in the wall, which were pulled out 
by the fall. Some still remain. It was thor- 
oughly anchored. 

“The floor span was I 
have built houses on foot lots with a 
greater span, to be loaded as heavily as 
dry goods houses load their buildings. In 
these I have used 2% by 16-inch joists. I 
do not consider this building to have been 
excessively strong, but sufficiently so for a 
genera! merchandise building or ordinary 
store business. I do not think pillars were 
necessary. I saw no rotten joists. In fact, 
the weakest part of the building still 
stands,” 

‘“‘That the building was good is sh 
not even the nine-inch firewall fell.’ 

Questioned further by Coroner Wait, Mr. 
Taylor stated that there were thirteen inches 
of brick between Jordan’s store and the 
Aloes for three floors, and nine inches for 
the top floor. ‘This was not sufficient under 
the present ordinance. Witness did not 
know what had been the provisions of the 
old ordinance. The south wall was in ac- 
cordance with the present standard and 
both walls are still in plumb. 

“A number of the joists in the. debris,” 
said the witness, “are from one-half to cev- 
en-eighths consumed, These evidently caine 
from the upper floors. I believe there was 
enough fire to consume enough joists in the 
intermediate floors to weaken them so that 
they gave way when the roof fell. The roof 
in front has fallén on the fourth floor, and 
the latter is intact there because the flames 
did not reach it. There is not a whole joist 
in the debris.’’

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At the request of Attorney Judson, Festus 
J. Wade, whose real estate firm was agent 
for the building, was called. 

“I have examined the ruins,’ said Mr. 
Wade, and find the weakest part of the 
building, that around the light shaft, still 


vator shaft, crossed over onto the floors and 
burned away the joists. The rafters in the 
roof were all burned. My theory is that the 
robf was first attacked, because It is not 
plastered, then the flames crossed into the 
floors. The light shaft, otherwise, should 
have gone first, as it was the weakest.”’ 

Mr. Wade said that in the seven years. 
the building had been in his charge he had 
received no intimation that it was unsafe. 
It had been Inspected by the Board of Un- 
derwriters, but never by the city. He said 
the walls were in good condition. 

s‘If that building is to be considered 
weak,’’ said Mr. Wade, “‘then we must con- 
demn one-third of old St. Louis.”’ 

President James A. Waterworth of the 
Board of Underwriters was also called at 
the request of Mr. Judson. He testified that 
the oral report of an inspection made for 
the board was that the fire was traceable to 
the basement, and that it followed the ele- 
yator shaft to the fourth floor. He testified 
that the board has four inspectors constant- 
ly employed on such work. The inspectio 
is confined almost entirely to fire hazards, 
and structural inspection is only for rating 
purposes. 

Mr. Waterworth described the method of 
inspection and said that the Board appea's 
to the city only when there is open and pal- 
pable danger. The building had been four 
times inspected .since last November. Tne 
witness also read from a report on the 
building, made in January, 18944, which was 
in every respect favorable.

“The deceaseds came to their death on 
Jan, 21, 18966 at about 12’0’¢lock midinght, at 
415 North Broadway, from shock and in- 
juries received at the above number, said 
building being known as the Aloe Building. 
Verdict, accident, 

“Said accident was caused by the col- 
lapse of the floors of the building at Ne. 
415 North Broadway, and was one of those 
unavoidable accidents, which could not be 
foreseen. 

Ve would, however, recommend, in view 
of the fact that the City of St. Louis con- 
tains many buildings which have been 
changed or altered so as to be used for other 
purposes than those for whith they were 
originally intended, in many cases not being 
altogether adapted to the purposes for which 
they are being used, and also in viéw of the 
fact that there is at present no 
adequate system of itmspection, that the 
authorities take prompt and vigorous steps 
to enact and enforee the necessary laws 
providing for a thorough system of in- 
Spection, including a system of plats of 
each building, giving full information re- 
garding said building; said, plats to be in 
such form and in such custody that they 
will be available by the Fire Department at 
any fire in the city of St. Louis, wherever 
it may occur.

JUDGE CALDWELL FOR PRESIDENT. 


The suggestion that the combined Pop- 
ulist and bimetallic parties should nom- 
inate Judge Caldwell for the Presidency 
is in the nature of a valuable tip to the 
léaders of those parties. 

What the forces of political revolt

THE DETROIT PLAN IN DETROIT. 


The agricultural committee of the De- 
troit Common Council has just published 
its report of the workings of the “Detroit 
Plan” for 1895. It shows that $5,000 was 
appropriated by the Council to carry out 
the plans of the committee. Out of the 
6,000 acres of vacant land within the 
city limits 455 acres were secured and 
staked off into 1,546 parcels. All these 
were taken up by people in need, of whom 
1,258 had been on the books of the city 
Poor Commission. 

It is important to note that the City 
Council made a rule that persons who 
had been receiving aid from the Poor 
Commission, and who refused to avail 
themselves of the offer of the land and 
seeds under the agricultural scheme, 
would have their names stricken from 
the books of the commission as not de- 
serving aid this winter. 

An opportunity was given to those who 
desired to obtain the use of ene .of these 
parcels of land for a nominal rent. 
About 100 persons availed themselves of 
this offer. Two mounted policemen 
were detailed to look after the scattered 
lots during the summer. Their duties 
were light, as there was little attempt

THE LAW OF LIBEL, 


The instructions of Judge McPherson 
of Pennsylvania in a libel suit brought 
against Editor Lenhart of the Harris- 
burg News are of specia]) interest to all, 
but particularly to public officials who 
rush to the courts to obtain redress for 
articles concerning them published in the 
newspapers. They are of great interest 
also to lawyers who are searching for 
briefs in libel cases brought by papel 
servants. ” 

The similarity of the laws of libel in 
Pennsylvania and Missouri give Judge 
McPherson’s views peculiar force in this 
State. : 

The Lenhart case arose from charges 
made in the HarritSburg News that a 
policeman named McGovern had levied 
political blackmail, had collected assess- 
ments for a campaign fund. The charges 
were proved to be untrue, but Editor 
Lenhart stated that he had printed the 
charges on the authority of the Mayor, 
who admitted the fact. 

In instructing the jury Judge McPher- 
son drew a wide distinction between the 
libeling of an individual in his private 
capacity and the Mbeling of a public 
official in connection with his public func- 
tions. In the case of the individual the 
editor is responsible for the truth of the 
publicatioh, but not so in the case of 
the publié official. Falsity in the latter 
case does not constitute libel if the ed- 


itor has used dug care and diligence to 
avold false statements. If the publica-

The Sunday Concerts. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

“Poor Old Missouri,” in his reply to my 
criticisms of the Sunday concerts, shows 
the unfailing symptoms of a weak cause by 
calling me names. I decline to bandy epi- 
‘thets, as the public is solely interested in 
facts. - 

My complaint was that the concerts, so 
far, have been mainly a glorification of Ger- 
man music and especially of the German 
language. I showed that titles of pieces, 
most of the solos and encores, an italian 
aria. an English ballad, were all given in 
the German tongue. My critic answers that 
five of the soloists were not German, out of 
a total of over two dozen, and also names 
eight composers who were not German 
among the writers of over 100 compositions. 
Well, these strangers must have felt dread- 
fully lonesome. 

The statement that the Germans are 
“slione the great masters of the-art’ of 
music is absurd. How about Gounod, Ber- 
lioz, Massenet, St. Saens, Verdi, Cheru- 
bini, Palestrina, Mascagni, Bizet and 
others, as well as the world’s greatest solo- 
ists and virtuosos? Are they German? In 
yocal music the Germans are inferior to 
both the Italians and French. Sousa an 
others will be surprised to learn that “up 
to date we have not had any but foreign-

TO FLOAT THE ST. PAUL [AMBASSADOR RUNYON DEAD. 


He Expires Suddenly of Heart Failure 
at Berlin. 


_—_—_— 


BERLIN, Jan. 27.—The United States 
Ambassador to Germany, Hon. Theodore 
Runyon, died suddenly of heart failure at 
1 o’clock this morning. He had been in 


somewhat feeble health for some time, but 
no immediate fatal results were anticipated. 
No longer ago than last Tuesday evening he 
was present at a dinner given in his honor 
by ex-Empress Frederick, mother of Em- 
peror William, and on Thursday Mr. Run- 
yon was present at Emperor William’s dip- 
lomatic dinner at the palgce. The Emperor 
was very pleasant to the United States Am- 
bassador, and referred jokingly to the Ven- 
ezuelan question as “the late unpleasant- 
ness.”’ 

Last summer he had planned to make an 
extended trip through Norway, but on the 
advice. of his physician he abandoned this 
trip, and instead went to Carlsbad, where 
he took the cure. He subsequently went to 
Axenstein, in Switzerland, for the purpose 
of taking an after-cure. Since that time, 
however, he has manifested great activity 
in the discharge of the duties of his office, 
which have been more than usually onerous 
on account of the complications in European 
affairs. 

During his service in Berlin the most im- 

ortant matter pending between the United 
Btates and Germany has been that in regard 
to the removal of the restrictions imposed 
on the importation of American pork and 
beef products. 

Mr. Runyon leaves three daughters and 
two sons—Chauncey Runyon, 22 years old, 
and Frederick, 29 years old. One of Mr. 
Runyon’s daughters is a gifted writer, and 
is credited with the authorship of a book 
recently published, in which some well- 
known Newark people were rather freely 
treated. 

Theodore Runyon was born at Somerville, 
N. J., in 1822, and was graduated at Yale 
College in 1842. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1846, and has practiced his profession 
at Newark continuously with the exception 
of the years which he served in the army 
and as Chancellor. He was a Brigadier-Gen- 
eral of militia when the war broke out, and 
took his brigade to Washington at once. It 
is said that this New Jersey brigade was 
the first fully equipped and organized bri- 
gade to reach the capital. Mr. Runyon was 
candidate for presidential elector in 1360, 
and was Mayor of Newark for two years. 
He ran for Governor in 1865 against Marcus 
L. .Ward, and was defeated. In 1873 he 
was appointed Chancellor and was reap- 
pointed in 1880. Gov, Abbet refused to re- 
appoint him because he declined to take 
the stump while: he held a judicial posi- 
7h, March, 1893, he was appointed by Pres- 
ident Cleveland United States Minister to 
Germany to succeed William Walter Phelps, 
and shortly afterwards was made Ambassa- 
dor, in accordance with a law of Congress 
that the United States representative in 
Germaiy should be raised to the rank of 
Ambassador, reciprocally with the similar 
actio§W on the part of the German Govern- 
ment ‘concerning its representative in the 
United States. The degree of LL. D. was 
conferred Aipon him by Yale, Rutger and 
Wesleyan/Colleges. 

The remains of the United States Ambas- 
gador will be accorded a State funeral at 
the American church here on Wednesday. 
The body will be embalmed and will be 
take1 to his home at Newark, N. J.

PHILADELPHIA MINT. 


The Coinage of Silver Dollars Will

to $2,502,400. Since Jan. 1 the mint has coined 
$8,898,700 in gold, mostly double eagles. 
There is now stored in the valuts $11,000,000 
in gold coins, and the bullion on hand ready 
for coinage aggregates in value $7,128, 919.20.
